Kindiy refer to Commission's Letter dated 07-02-2015. The- 
suggestions/inputs on the draft guidelines for Improvement in Electoral Rolls are as 

follows:- 

1. The Commission proposes to allow 5 other documents namely, Passport, 
Driving Licence, PAN No., TIN No. or Bank Account in the absence of Aadhar data. _ 

Suggestion is, to use only Aadhar data, fas allowing other 5 
documents may again lead to chances of duplicate entries. Any elector 
might use separate documents for his/her enrolment at more than one 

place. 

2. The Commission has created a National Voters Service Portal (NVSP on 

which self feeding by elector has been allowed. 

In this regard, it is suggested that feeding of information through 
SMS Gateway, Mobile App., E mail etc. may also be facilitated through a 

Central Portal.

Other Important Points 



Correction to be done in the shortest possible period 
(maximum within 7 days if field verification required) *■ 
For correction / replacement of photograph, any family 
member can visit with necessary application and 
supporting document. Personal appearance of 
applicant not required in each case. 

After correction of particulars / replacement of 
photograph, no replacement EPIC shall be issued but a 
photo voter slip with corrected details / replaced 
photograph with signature of concerned ERO / AERO/ 


States may be taken up with the 
ministry concerned. 

During continuous updating, 
hearing of claims an objections may 
be done once a week and during 
summary revision this may be done 
on daily basis. 

Jharkhand: 

In view of other 
responsibilities, instead of daily 
hearing, it should be done once a 
week at prescribed time and 
location. 

Rolls should also be available 
at AERO level. 

On the spot, Tatkal correction 
and authentication are not feasible 
due to connectivity and logistical- 
reasons. 




West Bengal: 

Other important points regarding 
hearing and disposal: personal 
appearance of the electors may not 
be dispensed off entirely and ERO 
should reserve right of verification.

• All data as far as possible linked with email or mobile no. 
(of Self or of a family member)

• Briefing of the CEOs and proper training to DEOs, 
EROs/AEROs and BLOs.

• Special Camps at earmarked Centres for Authentication, 
Spot Correction and deletion. 

• Strict Monitoring by EROs, DEOs, and CEOs and the ECI. 

• Award for the 100% achievers at BLO, ERO, DEO and GEO 
Levels in three categories of authentication, correction 
and deletion of multiple entries. 


Arunachal Pradesh: 

» Due to poor internet 

connectivity / power supply in the 
State, online activities like E-Seva, 
Web portal of NVSP, SMS Gate way, 
face-book, youtube, twitter etc., on 
the spot modification, deletion, 
correction, issue voter slip and EPIC 
etc., will not be possible. 

Gujarat 

• Exact' methodology for 

voluntary disclosure of multiple 
entries should be laid down. 

• Instead of daily hearing and 

disposal by EROs/AEROs, one fixed 
day hearing and weekly monitoring 
has. been recommended. 

• Instruction for suo-moto 
deletion may be incorporated. 

Uttar Pradesh: 






• Due to end of financial year in 

Feb-March and Board Exams in Feb- 
April, field officers and BLOs will be 
extremely busy and therefore, 
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generate MIS reports on the 
particulars of electors verified, 
pending electors and also the 
details of Aadhar numbers collected 
etc. The Camp office could also 
function as a convergent point to 
collect and dispose claims and 
objections during the field 
verification period. 

• The entire exercise could be 
carried out in one go instead of 
repeat exercise during revision. 
Punjab: 

Door to Door survey may be 
conducted before the draft 
publication of electoral rolls with 
reference to 01.01.2016 as the 
qualifying date. 

Uttarakhand: 

For rationalization of polling 
stations, entire geographical area of 
the constituency may be divided 
into earmarked pockets on the 
same line as in delimitation for the 
constituency.. The 

boundary/contour of the map of 
the polling area, should be 
earmarked on Google maps so that 
incumbent/potential voter knows, 
as to which booth he belongs to and 
whom to contact. Polling station 
rationalization should not keep 
-changing ~ the,- boundary... of-tthe 
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roll is now sti'ongly felt. Hence, the Commission is 
considering for having special intensive revision this 
year with 01.01.2016 as qualifying date. 


rationalization of polling stations is 
from 15.03.2015 to 30.06.2015. 

• Longer period for next 

summary revision proposed to be 
started from 1st September 2015 
with final publication by mid 

February 2016. 

• Additional one time 

remuneration for BLOs (3000/-) 
and Sector Officer (2500/-) 
Haryana: 

• Marking of house numbering 

and identification of Sections 

should be done through Census and 
Revenue department. 

• Preparation of digital maps 
for polling stations 

• Clear guidelines for 
surveyors/enumerators. 

• Use of BLAs in the exercise. 

• Revision should be done 
only at the time of bye-elections of 
particular constituency and in 
election year and in between 
regular enrolment of eligible 
person correction in entries, 
deletions etc. should be done on 
regular basis and electoral rolls 
should be published as drat by 
merging the data of electors 
enrolled after final publication. 

• Administrative units existing 
on cut-off date should be taken for 
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
